Tooting Our Own Whistle 


This week we are going to take time 
out to toot our own whistle, At the conven- 
tion of the Alabama Press Association in 
Fairhope last weekend The Clipper received 
two first place awards in the “better News- 
paper Contests.” The Clipper was the only 
publication to receive two firsts. One of 
them was the coveted Community Service 
award, and the other was for “Best Hdi- 
torial.” 

All told there were 13 plaques award- 
ed, eight of which The Clipper was eligible 
to win. The other five went to newspapers 
in Division B, located in towns with 3500 
and over population, We are proud of the 
fact that Clipper editorials were rated the 
best among the newspapers competing for 
this honor in Class A (towns with 3500 and 
under population), A newspaper man feels 
it is a feather in his cap when fellow pub- 
lishers tell him he has a good product, 
Judging was done by Georgia newspaper: 
men who were completely impartial. 

Competition for the Community Ser- 
vice award was open to all newspapers in 
the state regardless of the size city, Publi- 
cations in towns many time larger than 
Elba had entries in this category. The Clip- 
per took first place. Submitted for this 


competition were the series of editorials 
urging the organization of a Chamber of 
Commerce in Hlba, There were 123 papers 
in the state eligible to enter this contest. 

We are proud of the fact that The 
Clipper won two out of eight first place 
awards for which it was eligible. That's 
taking 25 per cent of the top honors. 

Also to be recognized is our sister pap- 
er in Coffee County, The Enterprise Led- 
ger. In Division B of the General Excellence 
category, The Ledger took first place. The 
paper also took a second place spot for the 
“Best Original Column” and third in the 
“Best News Story” contest, 

All in all, we believe that Coffee Coun- 
ty newspaper readers are being treated to 
as good a diet of weekly journalism as fin- 
ances of the two publications will allow. 
Besides technical and editorial quality of 
The Clipper and Ledger, two opposing view- 
points can be found on the editorial pages, 
The Clipper is strongly pro-Folsom while 
The Ledger is not, We are going to continue 
backing “Big Jim’s” program and fully ex.

The Elba Chamber of Commerce—Time for Appraisal 


With arrival of the time for election of 
the first group of new directors for the El- 
ba Chamber of Commerce comes the need 
for appraisal of what has been accomplish- 
ed by the organization in the past six 
months, Offhand many people will be prone 
to say the Chamber hasn't done anything 
spectacular and that it will quickly die off 
if something isn’t done, 

Personally, we believe the Chamber 
has accomplished amazing results during 
its short span of life. Under the leadership 
of Dozier Roberts, one of the first projects 
tackled was a municipal airport for the 
town. While powerful assists from council- 
men and others were received, the Chamber 
can take full credit for launching the pro- 
ject. End results of everyone's cfforts was 
an airfield with two sodded runways and 
well over 100 acres of land for the city at 
a cost of around $2400, 

The New Industries Committee under 
Dr. Bryan Taylor has functioned properly 
with able assists from Dr. BE, M. Warr and 
others, Under their direction a brochure 
for the town has been prepared, numerous 
letters written to plants planning to move 
South and several groups of men looking 
for industrial sites have been shown the 
town. Before organization of the Chamber, 
no one would have done any of this work. 

Many new families in town have had 
their first contacts through the Chamber 
office which keeps tab on rental properties 
available in town, Many newcomers only 
learned there is a critical shortage of first 
class rental units here but at least they had 
a place where they could call and talk to 
someone who was interested in having them 
come to Elba.

groups that will be a long time healing.

hess of their presentation will be determin- 
ed by Elba citizens who have only te make 
known their valid criticism in order to get 
a fair hearing.

While this much has been accomplish- 
ed, the field for other improvements and 
projects has not been tapped. The agricul- 
ture committee could make a study to. de- 
termine what they could do to make Elba 
more attractive to farmers in the area 
while the merchant’s committee could work. 
on city-wide promotional schemes, Indivi- 
dual members, not on committees, could 
make suggestions as to what the Chamber 
could do to boost the town’s economic life. 


Officers and members of the board of 
directors will welcome Suggestions from 
townspeople. Only thing they ask is that 
proposed programs come in completely 
thought out. It is necessary to be specific 
with an idea and include a source of reve- 
nue to provide finances for the project. 

A Chamber of Commerce is a sorely 
needed organization in any town and fills 
a gap between municipal government and 
business. Its purpose is to make the com- 
munity a more profitable place in which to 
have a retail establishment. It should be the 
strongest and most influential organization 
in town because it is made up of business- 
men, professional men, public office hold- 
ers, and property owners. Everything that 
is undertaken falls on this group to support 
so their collective voice should be the one 
that speaks with the most authority. 


| Many Pros and Cons for Constitutional Amendment 


Sour echoes of the failure of the last “cor- 
poration” still ring around the corners. 

All this brings us to the constitutional 
amendment proposed for Coffee County 
which would allow cities to use their credit 
to float bonds to finance industry. In the 
months between now and the time voters go 
to the polls to decide this amendment, we 
hope it will be thorougly discussed. What is 
proposed is not all good, nor is it all bad. 

There certainly is danger of bad in- 
vestment of the taxpayers’ money in such 
a bill. Even though any specific proposal 
will have to be voted on, that doesn’t mean 
an accepted industry would be a sound 
economic proposition, 

On the other hand, there is the chance 
that for lack of funds or a building, a new 
industry for the county would go elsewhere, 
This amendment merits the closest sceru- 
tiny by the voters before it is approved or 
rejected. There are many pros and cons to 
be weighed against each other. 


Local Bills in State Legislature for County Rumored 


Rumor got around last week that the 
Coffee County Tax Collector and Tax As- 
sessor had approached Rep. Bill Stokes to 
introduce legislation which will require the 
County Commissioners to pay a monthly 
income to their offices for clerk hire. This 
is the same type bill that was passed two 
years ago for the circuit clerk’s office. At 
that time the circuit clerk had a state law 
with local application passed entitling her 
to receive $159 per month from the county 
treasury for this item of expense. (It was 
carried in The Clipper that the circuit clerk 
had received a raise which was not entirely 
correct.) 

Commissioner Flournoy Whitman got 
wind of the local laws which might be pro- 
posed and had a resolution ready Monday 
morning for the regular commissioners’ 
court meeting. It asked that the Senator 
and Representative not introduce any local 
legislation which would raise the salaries 
of any County employees or helpers em- 
ployed by the various agencies of the coun- 


me PO 


ty since such increase would exceed the 
amount now being received and used in the 
general funds for the county. 

When Commissioner Whitman intro- 
duced the resolution a most surpising thing 
happened. It died for the lack of a second. 
If we were the Tax Assessor, Tax Collector 
and Rep. Bill Stokes we would interpret 
this to mean it was all right to proceed with 
the laws that are rumored to be in the mill. 

Not being too familiar with the collec- 
tor’s and assessor's offices, we have no idea 
whether or not money for clerk hire is a 
legitimate request. However, we do believe 
if it is warranted that the commissioners’ 
court should authorize the expenditure in- 
stead of the state legislature.
